DETAILS: AT ST. LOUIS, HISSOIRI 

The records of the Civilian Personnel Records Branch, Adjutant 
General’s Cffice, Department of the Army, reflect that ALFRED (NLDJ) 3ARANT was 
appointed Junior Radio Engineer, P-1, temporary appointment, September 22, 1941 
to the Army Service Forces, Signal Corps Ground Signal Agency, Fort Monmouth, 

New Jarsey. SARANT was first discharged with prejudice from the Signal Corps on 
September 3, 1942 but later correspondence dated February 5, 1943 set forth the 
nature of his termination was Resignation without prejudice, effective September 
3, 1942. 

SAILoNT's duties were described as developing and testing new radio 
direction finding equipment designed for vehicular use by combat units of the 
U. S. Arny. He was employed in the Engineering Service Section, the name being 
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changed to the VHP Installation Division. 


SARANT was suspended from duty on Septenber 4, 1942 for failure to 
comply with the orders of the Director of the Signal Corps Development Laboratory, 
Fort lionmouth. New Jersey, to proceed to Detroit, Michigan for temporary duty 
at a specified time and date. On September 17, 1942 SARANT was informed ho was 
terminated with prejudice as of Septenber 4, _ 1942 for the above stated reason. 
SARANT replied to the effect that his resignation was up for consideration at the 
tine of the torporary orders as his request for transfer to another section had 
not been considered, and that since his orders read to proceed on or about August 
31, 1942, his letter of resignation of September 5, 1942 precluded any dis- 
obedience to orders. S-RANT wroto quite voluminously in explaining his 
resignation, touching on the following points: 

1. Non-utilization of abilities of employees at the Laboratory. 

2. Army attitude in Laboratory in contradiction to principles of 
Constitution. 

3. Misrepresentation of the Status of Research Projects. 

4. Technical Incompetence. 

5. Waste and Idleness. 

6. Infractions of Civil Service Regulations, 

7. Relations between Army officers and civilians. 

8. Union Discrimination and Intimidation. 

9. Training of Women Personnel to Replnco Doferrod Employees . 

Under union Discrimination and Intimidation SAR.JIT wroto as follows: 

"In January, 1942, Ur. GEORGE CURRJI of the Federation of Architects, Engineers, 
Chemists and Technicians, C.I.O., accompanied by me and by another laboratory 
employee, paid a visit to Lieutenant Colonel C. C. ILilER for the purpose of 
discussing enp loycr -enp loy c c relations at the laboratories • 

The following day I received a visit fron Ur. L. V. CATTAN, Associate 
Ratio Engineer, ny immediate superior, who attempted to dissuade me tron ny idoas 
of trade unionisn. This was done in the presence of three witnesses. I was next 
paid a visit by Ur. R. I. COLE, ny section chief, who; 

1. accused no of being a union organizer 

2. Told me that the only legal union recognized at the 
Laboratories was thc^N.F.F.E. 

3. Told me clearly that if I did not cease "this union 
business" he would make things difficult for me." 


SARANT also related in his letter of resignation that ho was intimidated 
when brought boforo a Post intelligence Officer and grilled In tho following line 
of questioning: 
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*•1. That I an a person of dangerous and subversive past. 

2. That I had access to secret and confidential information and had 
been divulging same. 

3. That they would see to it that I never received a commission. 

They insisted that I divulge to them where I had applied for 
commission. 

4. That I was obtaining this commission through political influence 
in ’/ashington. 

5. That an FBI investigation of me would take placo if I attempted 
to resign as I an new doing* 

6. That I would bo drafted immediately upon resignation. n 

Liajar RALPH I. COLS, Officer in Charge of the R.F.D. Section, wrote 
the Adjutant of the Signal Corps Ground Development Laboratory, furnishing 
derogatory information on SARANT in regard to industry, cooperation, attitude, 
ambition, ability to work with others, punctuality, and quality of work. The 
letter also described SAR..NT as a labor organizer and agitator among Radio 
Direction Finder personnel. 

One co-worker, appeared to bo closo to SARANT, as 

ho signed a letter witt^sARJITcritic i2ing operations of the Laboratory, and was j 
questioned by officers of the Laboratory regarding passing of rumors by ho and ( 
SAB .N T of an alleged disDut^botween the Signal Corps and the Air Corps 
Publicity Departments, stated in his interview ho was formerly cup ley ed 

by the Ytestern Electric Company as a switchboard engineer, attended Cooper 
Union Institute, and had been a licensed aaature radio operator far eight years. 

The following additional background data was shown in SARANT'S personnel 
filo: Resided at 114 Norwood Avenue, Long Branch, New Jersey, in September, 1941; J 
3peaks and reads Greek and Spanish language; height, 5' 7 M ; weight, 120 lbs.; /

shop and oloctrical instructor, and I!r. A. J. B. FAIRBWN, Cooper Union, Now 
York City, E. & E. Instructor ; had three brothers, one in U.S. Farces in England, 
ono in Coast Guard, and cno in Naval Air Corps; technical avocations, fencing, 
music in form of playing the classic guitar, beating, archery, model planes, 
power tools and lathe, photography (including processing), painting, plastic 
sculpture, and short-wave radio operation, including construction of samo. 1
